Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representative, Charles Vorndran, presented proposed independent Claims 42-44 for discussion 
purposes. Specifically, Mr. Vorndran argued that Soderlund (in Figure 1c) teaches that the ddNTP does not 
correspond to the nucleotide at a specifically defined site (i.e., the nucleotide of interest), as required by the instant 
claims, but corresponds to the nucleotide adjacent to the nucleotide at the specifically defined site. Furthermore, Mr. 
Vorndran argued that neither Soderlund or Fahy teach the method wherein either a labeled or unlabeled extension 
product are detected, as suggested by the instant claims. Mr. Vorndran was encouraged to include these arguments 
in the next response to the outstanding office action. Furthermore, Mr. Vorndran and the Examiner discussed having 
another interview in the future. . 
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
